Tht*t we supposCj is a fair and reliable 


ttatentnt of the elements of the Banking 
System—the bones and llesh and marrow ol 
the paper "currency" of the country. And 
we mint be allowed to say that wo think it 
makif rather a poor show on paper, though 
not n«ur so bad a one as it has made in its 
practical operation during tin1 last three 
month*. Here, for instance, is an aggregate 
circulation set down of 214 millions and up- 
ward*, with only US millions ami a fraction 
of sp«cie to redeem it, Ttiis proportion of 
epecta ie too small by half; or, rather, the 
circulation is af big again as it should be, 
based on that amount of specie. 


Then the amount of capital stock—370 


million*—is but a little over one-halt the ag- 
gregate loans and discounts. It is true, thebe 
lattsr items may depend more or less upon 
the amount of deposits received by the 
Banki und of these no account is given in 
the itatement we have copied, and which is 
the only one we have noticed on the subject. 
13ut U it quite safe for a Bank to wade so far 
into deep water as to submerge all its capi- 
tal, all its specie, and n large proportion of 
the loney left with it by individuals for 
safe-keeping—the latter, always with the 
undnatanding, express or implied, that it is 
to be forthcoming whenever called for ? 
It 


suc-ma anything but safe, to us; and the 
uauger certainly is not lessened by the ex- 
finiple being universally followed. 


That the Banking system in this country 


is not on the right foundation, and that it 
ought to be essentially remodeled or wholly 
superseded, is, we think evident from these 
two or three considerations, viz: 


1st. The paper issues of Banks form, and 


have long formed, a very considerable pro- 
portion of the so-called money, or circulat- 
ing medium, which is the measure of values 
of all kinds of property in this country.— 
Nor, in our judgment, can we very well do 
without Banks, or paper money of some 
convenient kind, by way of facility for the 
transaction of all kinds of busir ess pursued 
by our countrymen. 


But, 2dly, It is manifest, from late and 


sad experience, that the paper currency we 
have is liable to great and sudden fluctua. 
tion», both in value and amount; ii may be 
immensely and indefinitely expanded be- 
yond the power of its makers to redeem it, 
giving unfair and monstrous advantages to 
Bank owners, officers and favorites, in the 
purchase of property and the pursuit of lu- 
crative speculations, by which other classes 
of the community must be correspondingly 
injured; or, on the other hand, this paper 
currency may be suddenly and greatly con- 
tracted, (as has been so lately and sorely 
witnessed in the action of the various Banks 
of the city of New York,) thereby throwing 
tens of thousands of working people out oi 
employ, and bankrupting half the business 
men in the community. 


3d. These things being so, together nit' 


the notoriously defective, insecure and slip 
shod banking system now in operation ii 
many of the States and Territories—defec 
live, we mean, as compared with the im 
proved arrangements in New York am 
most of the Eastern States—we hazard no 
thing in affirming that the Banking Systen 
of the country, as it now stands, does nol 
and cannot, in the nature of things, posses 
that entire and unreserved public confidenc 
which we ought always to be able to repos 
in wtat we are obliged to receive as mone) 
People are afraid to take certain bank note 
in payment, lest they should be incommoil 
ed, or obliged to submit to a shave, in get- 
ting rid of them. This was desperately and 
extensively true a few weeks since, much 
more so than now—but it is still true enough, 
in reference to issues of hundreds of so-call 
ed Banks about the country. 
And every 


body knows it. 


Who, for instance, here in Rhode Island, 


wants to take Ohio, Illinois or Wisconsin 
money, in exchange for goods, or property 
of any kind ? No one. 
There is a great 


deal oi blowing against Ithode Island mo- 
•i»y, by certain gentry in the great cities,— 
Ljt our money is far better to-day, in New 
i ,;rk or Boston, than that of either of the 
States above named—ay, and far better than 
that of ten or a dozen other States, whose 
respective areas are forty times as large as 
ours. Yet our local currency is depressed 
—people who receive it abroad are incom- 
moded and damaged by the depression—the 
Banks 
are 
hampered, 
the community 


plagued, property depreciated.mills and fac- 
tories stopped, laborers out of work and 
likely to be out of bread. And this is widely 
the case all over the country— and all for 
what? 


Well, if the light of the sun makes the 


day, and the tendency "of llamc is to rise 
and of water to run down bill, wu think the 
present Banking system, or rather conjunc- 
tion of systems, in this country is a failure 
so far as tin.' capacity goes to furnish a safe 
sound, adequate and reliable paper currency 


always commanding' the pulilic confidence 
We must have either a new system, or very 
essential improvement^ in the present one.
